Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  during  September  1961,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.50 


per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3. 5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.5  cents  for 
each  one- tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5% 
standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the 
minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.50  price  for  September  1961,  includes  approximately  29  cents  derived 
from  spring  set  aside  funds  and  is  39  cents  above  the  August  1961  price  and  30  cents 
above  the  September  1960  price, 

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 


Approved  producers  shipped  14,262,942  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  September  1961,  of  which  11,968,648  pounds  or  83.9%  was  utilized  in 
Class  I.  Production  was  down  2.4%  from  August  1961,  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  was  up  7.9%  from  August  1961. 


There  were  940  producers  on  the  market  for  September  1961.  Average  produc- 
tion per  farm  per  day  was  505  pounds  compared  with  504  pounds  for  August, 

NEWS  FROM  OTHER  FEDERAL  MARKETS 


Amendments  to  the  Chicago  Federal  Order,  effective  September  1,  combined 
the  former  Class  3,  3a  and  4 into  a new  manufacturing  class  designated  as  Class  3. 

The  price  of  milk  used  in  this  class  will  be  based  on  averaged  prices  paid  by  Wiscon- 
sin and  Minnesota  manufacturing  plants.  This  marks  the  first  use  of  this  midwestern 
price  series,  in  place  of  the  10  condenseries  or  butter-powder  formula. 

A hearing  is  to  be  held  in  Lansing,  Michigan  on  October  17,  to  hear  pro- 
posals for  uniting  all  milk  marketing  orders  in  the  Michigan  lower  peninsula  and  to 
bring  the  remainder  of  the  state  under  federal  control.  A proposal  to  adopt  the 
Wiscons in-Minnesota  manufacturing  pricing  series  will  also  be  considered. 

USDA  recommended  use  of  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  pri(j:e  series  as  an  alter- 
nate basic  formula  price  in  the  Oklahoma  and  Red  River  Valley  area. 

A new  order  for  Eastern  Colorado  went  into  effect  on  October  1,  with  pric- 
ing and  payment  provisions  effective  November  1. 

A proposal  to  expand  the  Northeatern  Ohio  (Cleveland)  marketing  area  was 
denied  by  the  USDA.
